Statement or Onsecrs anpD Reasons. 


Under the Code of Criminal Provedare, Section 
49, the Loeal Government has power to order the 
removal of persons sentenced to imprisonment by | 
the Mofussil Courts, from one prison to another 
in the territories of the same Government. But 
as the law stands, no Unropean or American 
senteneed to imprisbeyient by a High Court, can 
be so removed*® without the consent of the 
Governor General in Couneil. This having been 

"found to cause delay, injurious in some instances 
to the health of the prisoner, the first Section of 
the present Bill proposes Lo authorize the Local 
Government to order the removal of any prisoner 
from the Jail in which he is eontined to any other 
Jail within tue territories subject to the same 
Government. 


Under the sixth Section of Act IV of 1849 
fior the safe curtudy of Criminal Lunatics) the 
Local Government lad power to remvuve to 
Lunatic Asylums persous sentenced to imprison- 
ment by avy Court, The Local Government has 
a similar power, under Section 396 of the Code 
of Criminal Procvedare, as to Criminal Lunatics 
sentenced by the Courts or Magistrates in the 
Mofussik. But, in consequence of the repeal of 
Act 1V of 1549 by Act XVIL of 1862, it appears 
to have now no such power as to Criminal 
Lunatics sentenced hy a High Court. The 
second Section of the present Lill accordingly 
proposes to authorize the Local Government to 
remove. such Lunatics to Asylums, aud iv case 
of recovery to remand them or order them to be 
discharged, s

The Governor General in Couneil has, onder 
Act XXIV of 1855, Scetion 6, power to remove 
Europeans and Amerivans sentenced to penal 
servitude from one prison in British -Igdia to 
avother, Under Act IL] of 1858, Section 5, he 
has a like power as to State prisoners. Bat lie | 
does uot appear to possess any general power of | 
removing convicts from prison to prison. The 
want of such power being obviously inconvenient, 
the third Seetion of the present Bill proposes to 
authorize the Governor General in Council to 
yernove ony prisoner, whether European, 
American or Native, and whether sentenved by a 
High Court or by a Court not established b 
Royal Charter, from the Jail in which he is 
confined tu any other Jail in British Tndia.

A Rill to remove doubts as to the operation of 
Act No. XIX of 1865 on Summary Suits. 


Wiurreas doubts have arisen as to whether under 

erette Act No. X1X of 1865 (fo 
ay) : define the jurisdiction of the 
Courts of Judicature of the Punjub and its Depen-, 
dencics) the suits, commonly called “ Summary, 
Suits,” are not now cognizable by the Civil 
Courts, to the exclusion of the Revenue Courts ; 
and whereas it is expedient to remove such 
doubts ; It is hereby enacted as follows :— 

1. Nothing contained in the said Act shall be 
deemed or taken to render 
the suits, commonly called 
* Summary Suits’, cognizable 
by the Courts of Judicature 
in the Punjab and its Dependencies on their Civil 
side to any further or other extent than the said 
suits were cognizable ly such Courts on their 
Civil side immediately before the passing of the 
same Act; and such suits shall be cognizable by 
the Courts of Judicature in the Punjab and its 
Dependencies on their Reyenue side, in the 
manner and to the extent in und to which the 
said suits were cognizable by such Courts on their 
Revenne side immediately before the passing of 
the same Act.

STATEMENT oF Onjecrs AND Reasons. 
The Punjab Courts’ Act, No.. XIX of 1865, 


wives the Commissioner, the Deputy Commis- 
sivaer, and the Assistant Commissioner with ful} 
powers, “ power to try and determine suits of 
‘every description.” It has therefore been sup. 
posed that the special jurisdiction of the Punjab 
Courts on their Reyenne side to deal with what 
are called “ Summary Suits” has been transferred 
to the same Courts on their Civil side, This was 


lnever intended by he Leyislature, and it may 


fairly be argued that the suit mentioned in the 
Act are not “ Sammary Suits,” which have none 
of tho characteristics of ordinary litigation, ond 
are processes altogether peculiar to Indian 
Revenue Courts. Under these circumstances the 
present declaratory Bill has been prepared at tho 
roquest of the Lieutenant-Governor of the Punja's; 
who considers that, in meny respects, these 
Summary Suits” may be with advantage kept on 
the Revenue side of the Cuougta. They can be 
dealt with there in a less formal manner than on 
the Civil side, Their retention on the Revenue 
vide is moreover desirable with reference to the 
system of reoord established in the Punjab.

the same Act. 


SraTement oy Opyects AND Reasons. 


The Punjab Courts’ Act, No. XIX of 1865, 
gives the Commissioner, the Deputy Commis- 
sioner, and the Assistant Commissioner with fall 
powers, * power to try and determine suits of 
“every description.” It hus therefore been sup- 
posed thut the special jurisdiction of the Punjab 
Courts on their Revenue side to deal with what 
are called “ Summary Suits” has been transferred 
to the gamo Courts on their Civil side. This was 
never thtended by the Legislature, and it may 
fairly be argued that the suit mentioned in the 
Act are not “Summary Suite,” which bave none 
of the characteristics of ordinary litigation, and 
are processes altogether peculiar to Indian 
Revenue Courts. Under these circumstances the 
present declaratory Bill has been prepared at tho 
request of the Lieutenant-Governor of the Puajab, 
who considers that, in many respecis, these 
“ Summary Suits” may be with advantage kept on 
the Revenue side of the Courts. They can be 
dealt with there in a lees formal manner than on 
the Civil side. Their retention on the Revenue 
side 18 moreover desirable with reference to the 
system of record established in the Punjab.

2, Tho present organization, which is clearly detailed in 
s Pamphlet published under authority by Mr. Sandeman 
‘Accountant-Genoral of Bengal, has been found, after a trial 
of four years to bo simplo and effective, and will probably 
also be found equally well suited to the ciroamstances of the 
othor Governments and Administrations where it may be

. ith regar 6 arrangements for supervising the 
working of tho system in the Presidencies of Madras and 
Bombay, His Excellency in Council is of opinion that e 
Controllor should be ip oer for each Presidency in snbor« 
dination to the Local Accountant-General, and that, for tho 
present, the operations of the Money Order Office should be 
restricted to the territorial limite of each Presidency. 

4. For the Bongal Presidency it remains to doter- 
mined whether there should be one Controller in general 
merge stationed at Calcutta, or whether the m t 
should be divided by the North-Western Provinces, the 
Central Provinces, and Oudh, being placed under one Con- 
troller, and the Punjab under another, atationed at Allaha- 
bad and Dahore respectively, in subordination to the Loral 
Accountants-General, ard with authority to transact busi« 
ness with the Capital towns of tho scveral administrations 
of the Presidency outaide their own jurisdiction. The former 
plon will apparently be the most advantageous, and can 
probably be adopted without any real difficulty. 

5, At present the maximuin limit of a single order is 
Rupees 100 or £10. This will be rotained in the Provinces 
into which the system ia to be newly introduced; but in 
Lower Bengal, where the system has taken root, it may be 
expedient to raise the maximum tentutively to Rapees 250 
or £15, aud this will be suggested for the consideration of 
the Lieutenant-Governor. Tho experiment, if successful, 
can afterwards be extonded.
